In the Place were found 60 heavy 
Pieces of Cannon, 12 Mortars, 30000 Bullets, 
150000 Weight of Powder, with other Ammuni- 
tions of War; but there was but a {mall Quantity 
of Provifions. The Caftle of Ares has fubmiicted, 
as has alfo that of St, Jean, according to the Capi- 
tulation of Tortofa. Fifty Deferters, who had 
retir'd to the latter of thofe Caftles, thinking that 
according to the firft Offers which the Governour 
made to the Duke of Orleans, and which his Royal 
Highnefs Rejected, they fhould be compre- 
hended- in the Capitulation, were immediately 
hang’d, 
Venice, July 21. They write from Ferrara, that 
the Marquis de Prie the Emperour’s Commiffioner, 
having conferr’d without Succefs with Cardinal Ca- 
foni Legate of Ferrara, return’d to the Modeneze. 
A great Number of the Horfes of the Imperialifts 
are dead in the Ferrareze ; and. to-fupply their 
Room 400 Horfe detach’d from the Regiment of 
Vifconti, which is in the Army of the Duke of Sa- 
Voy, are come into that Province.
